movement to free herself, Mrs. Di- 
anthia Bice,

street, lay for over half'an hour at 
tho foot of a narrow. stairway down 
which she had fallen "Tuesday morn- 
ing, until her muffied cries for help 
reached' the ears o£ a gentleman who 
was passing and who succeeded in 
rescuing her from her uncomfort- 
able position with difficulty. 


The accident occurred shortly Jiiter 


5 o'clock in the morning, while. Mrs. 
Bice was making 
preparations "to 


leave on an early train for Carey, 
Ohio, where she is employed. "With, 
the assistance of her aged mother, 
who is partially crippled, Mrs. Rico 
tried to carry the trunk downstairs. 
When about half way down the older 
woman's strength gave out and she 
relaxed her grasp. Mrs. Bice, who 
-had 
started down first, was unable 


to handle the heavy trunk alone nnd 
in trying to hold it lost her footing 
nnd fell face downward to the bottom 
of the stairs. Tho trunk fell on top 
of her and wedged firmly between tho 
banister post and the wall, pinning 
her helplessly to the floor. 


The mother did all in her power to 


effect a rescue,, but her 
feeble ef- 


forts were unavailing. She was un- 
able to' get downstairs to summon 
assistance, owing to the fact that the 
•wedged trunk blocked the stairway, 
and as she is scarcely able to speak 
above a whisper, she could make no 
cutcry to attract attention. A gen- 
tleman who rooms near by happened 
to pass tho place about half nn hour 
nfter the accident occurred, and hear- 
ing the injured woman's moans, he 
ran in RJW! with some difficulty loos- 
ened the wedged trunk? and released 
her. _

H. Harrison today, .acting under 
recommendation of the city council 
begau on attempt to mediate in tin 
differences between the Chicago City 
Railway company and its striking 
employes. 


The mayor dispatched a letter by 


special messenger, to President Ham- 
ilton, of the street railway company 
asking that Mr. Hamilton, and such 
representatives of the company a,s 
Mr. Hamilton might desire, mee 
with the mayor and a committee o; 
eight aldermen this evening. 


WO IDEA OF THE OUTCOME. 
At this meeting the mayor will en- 


deavor to discover a means by which 
the strike can be brought to a quick 
end. 
The mayor sold he had no ide; 


what would be the outcome of 
meeting, but he hoped for good re- 
sults. 


The resohjtion of the city council 


under which tho mayor acted today 
concluded as follows: 


"That his honor, the mayor, use his 


best endeavors, either in union with 
influential citizens or with members 
of this council, to secure an admis- 
sion to arbitration of the question at 
issue between, the Chicago Oity rail- 
way company and its striking em- 
ployes." 


President Hamilton, of tho street 


railway company, replied this after- 
noon, -accepting the invitation" to 
meet Mayor Hrirrtson and tho coin- 
mittae of'aldermen. 


PROPOSITION IS EVADED. 


: General Counsel E.sE, Bliss, oC tho 
City railway, this afternoon gave to 
tho' ' state board of arbitration his 
long-expected letter. Ho diplomalii 
ally evaded tho board's proposition to 
submit the fltiiko situation to arbitra- 
tion at the hands of the board mem- 
bers. 
. Tho board in a reply framed imme- 
diately upon receipt of Colonel Bllsa1 
letter, renewed its offer to atop into 
tho brooch and Apply tlie balm of of- 
ficial arbitration and asked him to 
further explain 
his attitude which 


reply stated was not clear. 


A NIGHT OF DISOBDER. 


While the city council last night 


was engaged in a debate, at times 
bitter, over the relations of the 
police to tho City railway strike, 
while the aldermen were order- 
ing- that 
Mayor Harrison's au- 


thority for placing1 policemen on 
1he cars be explained by the corpora- 
tion counsel, and while, finally, tlie 
council was voting Its confidence in 
tho mayor, violence became general 
along tho Wontworth avenue line. 


One non-union car man who ven- 


tured out of tho company's barns was 


upon, presumably by pickets, and 


given a.chance to leave town. He 
hesitated 
in his answer and was 


beaten up, tin-own in a box car nnd 
the door locked. The car was a part 
of a departing freight train. He was 
carried away, his wounds not dressed. 


A wagon load of bedding intended 


for the barn barracks was saturated 
with oil nnd burned at the Thirty- 
ninth street corner. 


POLICE STATION SHOT AT. 
A shot was fired into the Engle- 


wood police station from tho dark- 
ness, tho bullet narrowly missing a 
desk sergeant's head.

MILLS UEAKLY READY.

rapidly that it will he possible to 
rtart what is known as the muck 
mill within a day or two.

which the scrap iron must pass. The 
finishing mills cannot he started, un- 
til a sufficient supply of the muck 
bar has been gvjtten ahead, BO that 
when the finishing mill is started 
It con bo kept lit constant operation.

held this evening. It Is wrtaln to 
he so near at hand, Ldwover, that 
Manager Hawlins notified the skilled

says 
he has 


picked the creajii of skilled labor from 
mills all- over tho country and that 
ho will havo a mo-del organization, 
made up of steady, reliable workmen, 
who will be in every way desirable 
citizens. 


TO EMPLOY 500 MEN.

inndved skilled workmen to the city- 
ay the .time the mills -were in com- 
jlote operation. 


The men who come tonight,, whilij

BEFOEM IN POINTED PAGES. 


If a correspondent of Lho 'Sun

right, tho despised and buffeted spell- 
ing reformers may well hold up their 
heads hopefully. They may got a re- 
cruit -which will compel people to fol- 
low their ideas, whether or no. Here- 
tofore tho trouble with oven the san- 
est and most moderate suggestions as 
to simplifying tJie spelling of 
our 


knotty tongue had "been that no man 
was constrained to accept them unless 
lie felt like it, and that .before tho re- 
formed spelling1 of tho simpllfycrs 
could reach tho public eye it ivas at 
the mercy of compositors and proof- 
readers. This 
correspondent says 


that a motion Is on foot to change tho 
keyboard of tho typesetting- machines 
in such a way that these machines, 
wfliich set an increasingly large pro- 
portion of tho printed matter every 
year, cannot return to tho old style 
even at the command of tho men who 
own them. 


Tho plan is to drop the letters "q" 


and "x." from the keyboards of 
the 


machines. 
"Writers would then 
be 


forced to spell words in which "q" 
appears with, "cw" and those having 
nn "s" with "cs." 
This sounds 


cweer, 
but 
tfliis 
escample should 


ecsplain the change. 
Tor tho two 


keys thus mado available the -reform- 
ers would invent two new letters. One 
of these would represent the sound of 
"sh," which, is now indicated by com- 
binations of two or three letters in 
various 
words. 
The other letter 


would stand for "th." 
The advant- 


age of this would "bo tho saving of 
Bpaco in printing. The substitution 
of one letter for two, and in words 
like "conscience" for three, 
would 


save, it is calculated, 
about fifteen 


lines in a column. 


Saving space has become a matter 


of the first importance in printing- 
newspapers and newspaper spelling 
more and more controls public usage. 
Such a change in the keyboards of 
typesetting 
machines 
would, 
of 


course, be opposed by all the conser- 
vative forces which now'preservo the 
inherited spelling of English. 
But 


if there is a demonstrated economy 
behind the change it may ultimately 
be brought about. The steel liigh

WORDS OF THE LORD 


Hitherto Unknown Sayings of Jesus 


Christ Found in Egyptian Papyri 


tpndpni Nov. 14.—Many hitherto 


unknoifrp-. • sayings • of Jesus Christ 
haya been discovered in Egypt by 
archaeologists who have dug up 
papyri,-buried since the second cen- 
tury> '• 100 miles south of Cairo. 
Dr. 


Bernard P. Grenfell, who has been en- 
gaged in Egyptian excavations since 
1894,'at the general meeting of'the 
Egypt Exploration Fund here, yes- 
terday,' gave the following details: 
Accompanied by Dr. Hunt, Dr. Gren- 
feil found a rich ptolemaio necropolis 
at El-Hlbeh. The bulk of the docu- 
ment from one mound consisted of a 
collection of sayings of Jesus. They 
are all: introduced 
with the words 


"Jesus saith" and for the most part 
are new. The ends of the lines, un- 
fortunately, 
are often 
obliterated. 


Apparently all the sayings were ad- 
dressed to St. Thomas. One of the 
no'jst reonr.rkable is: 


'"Let nob him that 
seeketh ocasa 


froh his search until he find, and 
when he finds he shall wonder; wond- 
ering he shall reach the kingdom, L e, 
the kingdom of heaven, and when he 
reaches, the kingdom he shall have 
rest." : •' 


Dr. Qrenfell remarked that enorm- 


ous interest would be aroused by tha 
discoveries, on account of the varia- 
tions they disclosed from accepted 
texts. 
One variant of the mystical 


saying, recorded hi St. Luko, "The 
Kingdom of God is Within You." wan 
of great value as the saying in the 
Papyrus appeared in quite different 
surroundings from those attributed 
to it by the evangelist and extended 
far into another region. 


•According 
to Dr. G-renfell 
thesa 


sayings formed the new gospel which 


is traditionally associated with St. 
Thomas. 


An interesting variation of the gos- 


pel according to St. Luke, eleventh 
chapter and fifty-second verse, ("Woe 
unto you, lawyers! For ye have tak- 
en away the key of knowledge; ye 
entered not in yourselves, and them 
that were entering in ye hindered"; 
reads in the papyrus: 


"Ye have hidden the key of knowl- 


edge, ye entered not yourselves and 
to them tuat were entering in ye did 
not open." 


Another fragment contained a dis- 


course of Christ, closely related to 
passages of the sermon oil tha mount, 
and a conversation between Christ 
and Hia oisciples, in wliich Christ 
answers a question as to when His 
kingdom will be realized, saying: 


"When ye return to the state ol 


innocence which existed before 
the 


fall." 


A valuable 
find 
was 
made in 


pajpyri, written in Latin, giving the 
text of the epistle to the Hebrews and 
an epitome of Livy's six lost books. 
This, with other papyri covering tho 
period 150-137 B. 0., threw much 
new and valuable information on the 
history of the world and marked the 
recovery of hitherto lost classical lit- 
terature of Egypt,

New York .city. 
According to sta- 


tistics which have Just been compiled 
by Dr. William H. Guilfoy, registrar 
of the bureau of vital statics in the 
health department, there were 77S 
suicides in tlhis city 
in 1902, 
of 


which 477 were in the boroughs of 
Manhattan'and the Bionx. The num- 
ber of suicides In those two boroughs 
ten years ago was only 241. 


.American women lead in. the list 


of women sulcidts. 
Native 
born 


•women to the number of 73 killed 
themselves in this city -last year. 
There were altogether 196 -women 
suicides, of which 33 were Irish, 26 
Germans and 19 Russian. 


From the figures obtained by Dr. 


Guilfoy the death rate from self-de- 
struction has increased In the two 
boroughs 
of Manhattan 
nnd tho 


Bronx from 14 to en'oh 100,000 in- 
habitants 
in 1892 
to 22 to each 


100,000 in 1902. 


Wew York is now fifth in the sui- 


cide list of American cities, which is 
led by St. Louis, with a deatih rate 
o f , 23.T. ' 
Carbolic acid is still tlho most pop- 


ular medium for New Yorkers who 
choose to end their earthly existence. 
Gun shots are second in favor, gas 
conies next, while paris green is ifae 
drug least often resorted to. 


In the borough of MJariha-tban, last 


year there wero 429 suicides; 
in 


Brooklyn, 242; in the Bronx, 48; in 
Queens, 36, and in Richmond, 17. 


Men to fihe number of 169 chose 


shooting as the means of ending life. 
Seven women resorted to this method. 
Eighty-one persons hanged 
tfrem- 


?«lvest 77 men and 41 women re- 
sorted to gas, while J.76 men and 92 
women took carbolic acid.

Death by shooting is not a favorite 


method of women, but more Ameri- 
can women resorted to thwt means 
than foreign-born. Women bent upon 
self-destruction, however, display a 
predilection for death by poisons.

a lengthy sleep comes from Paris, 
where the victim died last May ndFter 
a nap which had lasted two years. In 
the latter week of April, 2901, Mar- 
guerite Boye-nval of Thesseles, near 
St. Queivtm, 
was . engaged in 'tflie 


hitclien of her home, Ironing some 
handkerchiefs, when a girl f riend nan. 
in aiid jokingly exclaimed: 


"Fly Marguerita,*• Hhe gendarmes 


ore coming to arrest you!" 


With a civ the girl fell to the 


ground in a cataleptic nleep, 
from 


which she awoke on May 26, last. 


Dr. Cherlier, an eminent French 


physician, tried every means to awaen 
•the girl) but without success, anrt at 
last, abandoning his efforts in that 
direction, tiu-ned his attentions to the 
best means of nourishing and sus- 
taining the patient until ;&he should 
awake of her own accord. The meth- 
od adopted was to bathe the sleeper 
night and morning in thin gruel and 
milk, ejecting a littlo of the eama 
fluid into the throat by means of a 
reed; the liquid thus absorbed by the 


I pores of the skin being1 fotund suffi- 
cient to keep the heart 'beating and 
sustain life. 


Whon the girl fell asleep in 1901 


she was pretty, lair in complexion, 
and about 19 year.5 of fuge, but as the 
months rolled on the flesh wasted 
away, the eyes, over which the lids 
were closely drawn, became sunken, 
while all the facial bones could be 
counted. 
The skin turned ns white 


as marble, and when tlie flesh was 
cut by one of the surgeons the blood, 
instead of being red and flowing eas- 
ily, was white and of th« consistency 
of glycerin. 


Doctors went from all parts of tho 


continent to visit the slumberer but 
among them all there was not one 
who cotilcl succeed in arousing her. 
During the last week in May of this 
year the sleeper who was closely 
watched during every moment of her 
long slumber, was seen to move her 
right arm, then her hoo-d, <md at last 
slowly opening her eyes the young 
girl—now In appearance rn old, old 
woman—looked wonderlngly around 
the room. 


The physicians present spoke to her 


but though she apparently had a de- 
sire to reply, no words owne from her 
mouth. 
For twenty 
minutes tlia 


heart continued to beat, and tho doc- 
tors wero in high hopes of saving her 
Hfe, when raising herself by some ex- 
traordinary and 
momentary 
effort, 


she uttered a few unintelligible words 
and fell back dead. 


Men and women who have slept for 


periods of six .months and longer sel- 
dom live after theix awakening:. An 
exception to this, however, is found 
in tho case of a Russian of the name 
of PlatkowskJi, who Is reported to 
have slept for seven months in hla 
homo In a small village some twenty 
miles from 
Moscow. 
Piatkowskn., 


who had Bewed ten years in -the minus 
wnfi a man of 40. strong jmd wiry, 
though he had always been subject to 
periodical fits of slumber which had. 
lasted for two and three days at a 
stretch. 


In 1803, 
according to n Russian 


writer, ho fell asleep while working 
in the fields, and wais there foiind by 
his wife. 
She had him carried to 


their cabin and laid on tho trestle bed 
so that he might have his &leep out in 
comfort as he had done on many prev- 
ious occasions. The next day tmd for 
several days he still slumbered nnd 
when, a week had gone by his wife 
became alarmed. 


She managed to secure the services 


of n. local doctor whose practice was 
among the peasantry, but -though he 
tried his best to awaken Ihe sleeper 
all his efforts were futile. 
The doc- 


tor visited the patient for five months 
when his duties called 'him to St. 
Petersburg, and he was obliged to re- 
linquish the case. 


Another physician, however, under- 


took to watch 
the man, and two 


months passed. 
Wo effort was made 


to feed the sleeper, and he did. not ap- 
pear "to have lost flcsfli to any great 
extent. 


In the spring of 1894 the man, who 


had been lying on his back, was 
found to have turned ovor on his left 
Bide, his left arm being tucked under 
his head. 
The doctor was quickly 


sent for, and after examining- the pa- 
tient he injected a powerful hypo- 
dermic, which took ins bant effect. 
The man opened his eyes, stretcher!
